Such 
positions  include,  Moderator,  Treasurer  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict, Selectman,  Fire  Warden,  Member  of  the  Planning 
Board,  etc. 

While  a  Historical  bibliography  is  generally  boring, 
Willis'  is  diversified  enough  to  be  intriguing. 

Willis  H.  Ballou  was  born  September  3,  1899,  in  Arling- 
ton, Mass.    His  early  childhood  was  spent  in  Massachusetts

and  Maine.  He  served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  as  a  wireless 
operator  during  World  War  I,  1917-1919  in  France.  After 
the  w:t  he  worked  as  a  signal  operator  for  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  while  attending  Tufts 
Universityt  Willis  was  graduated  from  Tuftis  in  1931 
"summa  cum  laude"  and  from  Harvard  University  in  1934 
"magna  cum  laude."  He  taught  at  Tufts  University  for 
four  years  and  at  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  from  1935  to 
1943.  He  served  as  a  Lt.  Commander  with  the  Electronic 
Field  Service  Group  in  Guam  during  World  War  II  1943- 
1945. 

He  bought  a  home  in  Croydon,  N.  H.,  in  1939  and  mov- 
ed there  permanently  in  1943.  After  the  war  he  taught 
mathematics  in  the  Newport  School  District  from  1S46-1966. 
He  was  elected  Croydon  School  District  Clerk  in  1947; 
School  District  Treasurer  in  1949;  serving  as  Selectman 
from  1950-1954;  was  elected  Town  Moderator  in  1949  and 
resigned  when  elected  Selectman  in  1950;  elected  again  as 
Town  Moderator  in  1956  and  has  served  to  the  present;  ap- 
pointed Fire  Warden  in  1946  and  serving  until  1974;  also 
a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  one  year  in  1971. 

He  is  the  father  of  11  children,  five  of  them  call  Croy- 
don their  home  town,  three  call  New  Hampshire  their  home 
state  and  three  live  elsewhere,  there  are  14  grandchildren 
and    three    great-grandchildren. 

He  is  Commander  of  The  Sunshine  Barracks  of  the 
Veterans  of  World  War  I  in  Newport,  N.  H.,  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  BPOE 
Lodge  2099  in  Lebanon,  N.  H. 

We  believe  that  the  picture  of  Willis  best  typifies  the 
way  most  of  us  will  always  remember  him.  Holding 
an   orderly   Town   Meeting. 

Willis,  it  is  with  our  deepest  appreciation  that  this 
dedication  is  made,  and  hope  that  this  small  token  will  in 
some  way  express  our  gratitude.

"Nonresident",  any  person  whose  legal  residence  is  in 
some  state,  district  or  country  other  than  New  Hampshire, 
but  a  non-resident,  having  a  regular  abode  or  place  of  busi- 
ness within  the  state  for  more  than  six  months  in  any 
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year,  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  as  ito  all  vehicles  principal- 
ly used  in  connection  with  such  abode  or  place  of  business 
and  the  director  for  the  purposes  of  registration  shall  de- 
termine what  vehicles  are  so  used. 

A  vehicle  should  be  registered  in  the  State  of  legal 
residence  of  the  owner.  If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  resi- 
dency, the  Town  Clerk  should  ask  to  see  the  operator's 
license.

RSA  61:1  "Resi- 
dent: A  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  has  made  his 
home  within  the  state  not  less  than  six  months  next 
prior  to  his  application  for  a  license,  and  who  has  not 
during  that  period  claimed  a  residence  in  any  other 
state  for  any  purpose.  The  word  residence  as  used  in 
this  definition  shall  mean  domicile."  Effective  Jhne  1, 
1973) 

Resident:  For  registration  of  motor  vehicle.  Ref.  RSA  260:35 
"The  term  resident,  as  used  in  this  subdivsion,  shall 
apply  to  persons  who  have  a  regular  place  of  abode  or 
business  in  this  state  for  at  least  six  months  in  the 
calendar  year."

CROYDON  TOWN  LIBRAEIAN'S  REPORT 


Progress  was  made  in  the  Croydon  Town  Library  ser- 
vices during  1974.  With  the  formation  of  a  volunteer  group 
under  Mrs.  Ronald  Leslie,  calling  them-selves  the  Library 
Aides,  help  was  given  in  several  ways  for  the  many  jobs  of 
library-keeping.  "Reading  the  shelves''  was  begun  so  there 
would  be  a  listing  of  what  is  owned.  In  May,  the  State 
Library  minimum,  for  towns  under  500  population,  of  8 
hours  weekly  were  met,  with  volunteers — Mrs.  Jesse  Haw- 
kins, Miss  Virginia  Bressette,  and  Mrs.  John  Burrell — 
making  up  half  the  hours.  This  resulted  in  the  awarding 
at  the  year's  end  of  a  certificate  of  merit  by  the  State 
Library  Commission. 
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In  July,  the  Little  Red  Wagon  program  was  presented 
for  the  children  with  the  Good  Neighbors'  sponsorship. 
The  usual  summer  story  hours  were  held,  (as  well  as  some 
during  the  year),  and  Mrs.  Leslie  was  in  charge  of  a  new 
sunmier  craft  program  for  the  older  children,  with  a  bike 
rodeo  to  start  it  off. 

The  Librarian,  besides  checking  out  books,  bought 
many  new  ones  including  a  group  from  the  National  Geo- 
graphic with  a  donation  from  the  Good  N'eiighbors,  borrow- 
ed numerous  books  from  the  Bookmiobile,  and  over  fifty 
directly  from  Concord.  Three  workshops  were  attended: 
on  School-Town  Library  relationships,  summer  programs, 
and  reading  for  young  people.  There  were  alsio  the  District 
Advisory  Council  meetings  and  several  boiok  displays. 
Federal  funds  were  applied  for  through  the  State  Library, 
and  although  none  was  awarded  to  Croydon  it  resulted  in  a 
suggestion  to  apply  to  the  N.  H.  Commission  of  the  Arts. 
In  the  fall,  $250  in  a  matdhing-funds  grant  was  made  by  tne 
Commission,  shared  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  for  the  spring  and  summer  programs  in  1975.  Movies 
at  the  Croydon  school  were  also  again  a  feature  of  the 
Library's  outreach  into  community  services. 

Lack  of  patronage  in  the  winter  weather  discouraged 
the  volunteers  and  hours  were  cut  in  Deoember  to  Thursday 
afternoon.  Actually,  circulation  in  1974  was  about  equal 
to  that  in  1973,  with  2,296  books  for  juveniles  and  1,374  for 
adults  circulated,  238  magazines  and  17  records.  For  ap- 
proximiately  $2  a  person,  Croydon  residents  have  many 
opportunities  to  take  advantage  of  at  the  Library. 

With  my  resignation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Ron- 
ald Leslie  was  appointed  Librarian  effective  Feb.  1,  1975.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  is  controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  co- 
operation with  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of-doors  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  per- 
mit signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire 
is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling 
the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner. 
No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  A.  M.  and  5  P.  M. 
unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the 
past  two  decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New 
Hampshire  became  so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor 
and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Forester, 
enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire, 
Hillsboro,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and  a  complete 
woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  iRockingham  Counties 
plus  the  Towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton  in 
Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of 
the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occured  at  any 
time  during  the  year.

SUMMARY  OF  TOWN  MEETING 


March  5,  1974 

Town  Officials  elected  by  ballot  were  as  follows:

The  business  meeting  began  at  1:30  P.  M. 

A  total  of  $40,923.65  was  raised  and  appropriated  for 
Town  expenditures.  A  complete  list  of  these  appropriations 
may  be  found  on^^SpCHI  of  this  [report.        (pages  9-10) 

Grant  Chamberlain  brought  it  to  the  Town's  attention 
that  we  had  voted  last  year  to  take  the  police  appropriation 
out  of  Town  Charges  and  have  a  separate  article.  We 
tried  to  listen  to  a  tape  recording  of  last  year's  meeting, 
but  it  was  too  noisy.  Through  some  error,  it  was  not  in- 
cluded in  last  year's  written  record — ^probably  a  'Gross' 
error.  For  the  ensuing  years  a  separate  article  in  the  Town 
Warrant  is  to  be  entered  for  the  police  expenses.  This  was 
passed  in  the  affirmative. 
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No  money  was  raised  for  the  Lebanon  Regional  Airport. 

It  was  voted  to  transfer  $2,500.00  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  to  the  Solid  Waste  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
$2,500.00  to  the  Capital  Resieirve  Fund  for  New  Equipment 
and  the  remaining  balance  to  be  put  into  a  fund  for  a  tax 
map. 

Art.  24  provoked  a  considerable  amount  of  discussion. 
The  motion  was  made  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
the  Road  Agent.  A  standing  vote  was  taken  with  26  yes 
and  27  no.     We  continue  to  elect  our  Road  Agent. 

Art.  25  Grant  made  the  motion  to  reconsider  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  at  Beiaver  Brook  and  it  was  seconded 
by  Emily  Greene.  After  considerable  comments  and  ques- 
tions the  motion  was^  passed  by  a  two  thirds  majoritj'. 
More  discussion  and  oomments  followed  and  Grant  Cham- 
berlain made  the  following  motion:  "I  make  the  motion 
that  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  thorough- 
ly examine  all  aspects  of  the  proposed  bridge  and  make  a 
report  of  their  findings  at  the  next  town  meeting;  and  fur- 
ther that  this  committee  be  comprised  of  one  Selectman,  and 
four  taxpayers  from  the  immediate  area  involved".  This 
motion  passed  in  the  affirmiative.  The  following  Committee 
was  nominated  and  elected:  Grant  Chamberlain,  chairman; 
David  Allen  as  Selectman,  Jesse  Hawkins,  Edward  Hunt, 
and  Margaret  Weber.  (This  was  changed  under  the  last 
article.) 

Art.  28  Any  other  business:  Roderick  Hansen  made  a 
motion  to  reconsider  article  3  and  raise  and  appropriate 
$3,000.00  for  the  PoHce  Department  instead  of  the  $2,000.00 
formerly  raised.  This  was  seconded  by  Mary  Lewis  and 
passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Robert  Burnsdde  introduced  George  Barrus  of  Cornish, 
our  Representative  and  asked  if  he  might  address  the  meet- 
ing. Permission  was  granted  by  the  Moderator.  Mr.  Bar- 
rus  had  booklets  on  the  Constitutional  Convention  and  of- 
fered them  to  anyone  who  was  interested. 

Grant  Chamberlain  then  said  that  he  would  like  to 
commend  Mrs.  Dorothy  Allen  for  the  poem  she  had  written 
for  our  Town  Report  (on  the  Flat  school)  and  suggested 
that  we  give  her  a  Standing  Ovation,  w^hich  we  did. 


Mrs.  Hunt  reported  that  when  she  wrote  her  Libra- 
rian's report,  she  did  not  have  the  figure  of  State  books 
borrowed  from  the  State  Library,  she  said  it  should  be 
1,785  books  borrowed — on  page  41. 

The  Moderator  read  the  following  from  the  Super- 
visors of  the  Check  List:  "The  Supervisors  wish  to  announce 
that  any  individual  requesting  a  copy  of  the  Croydon 
Check-list  shall  be  charged  $5.00  per  copy.  Any  political 
organization  requesting  a  copy  of  the  Check-list  shall  be 
charged  $15.00  a  copy." 

Janet  Pellerin  made  the  motion  to  reconsider  Article 
25.  The  Moderator  asked  for  a  standing  vote,  27  yes  and 
23  no.  We  reconsidered  the  article:  The  Moderator  read 
the  motion  that  had  formerly  been  passed  and  then  a  new 
motion  was  made  that  "we  scrap  the  old  committee  and 
that  a  new  committee  be  formed  more  representative  of  the 
whole  Town.  Jules  then  amended  this'  motion  that  this 
committee  would  report  back  in  30  days  was  too  short  a 
time,  it  was  changed  by  general  agreement  to  read  60  days 
Grant  Chamberlain  (seconded  by  Roger  Farrington)  that 
the  60  days  be  amended  'to  next  Town  Meeting'  was  defeat- 
ed by  a  voice  vote.  The  motion  to  scrap  the  old  committee 
and  appoint  a  new  committee  to  report  back  at  a  special 
Town  Meetmg  in  60  days  was  passed  in  the  affirmativp 
(possiibly  a  Thursday  evening  at  7:30  P,  M.)

Record  of  Meeting 

Our  Moderator,  Willis  H.  Ballou,  being  in  the  hospital, 
the  Supervisors  of  -the  Check  List  ^appointed  Willis  H.  Bal- 
lou, Jr.,  to  act  as  Moderator  who  was  then  duly  sworn  in 
by  Selectman  Jules  Pellerin.  The  ballots  were  given  to 
Ballot  Clerks,,  Dorothy  Ballou  and  Margaret  Weber. 

Art.  1.  The  Moderator  then  declared  the  meeting  open 
and  read  the  Warrant.  William  Walsh  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  article  and  repeated  what  he  had  previously  said  at  two 
public  meetings.  He  spoke  for  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Moderator  then  introduced  Lawrence  Gardner,  who  was 
Town  Council  for  tonight.  After  a  considerable  amount  of 
discussion,  Pro  and  Con,  and  explanations  or  definitions  by 
the  Town  Council,  it  was  voted  to  'Move  the  Question'  and 
end  all  debate.

WHO  AND  WHAT  ARE  THE  YANKEE-5-WATTERS? 

On  September  10,  1972,  four  men  from  Grantham  and 
Croydon  met  to  form  a  Citizen's  Band  Radio  Club.  Their 
main  objective  was  to  use  their  CB  sets  to  help  the  needy 
in  their  towns.  These  men  realized  that  there  is  a  great 
demand  to  help  anyone  in  need. 

In  the  past  two  years,  our  club  has  grown  from  four 
men  to  seventeen  men  and  women  and  now  includes  the 
towns  of  Grantham,  Sunapee,  Croydon,  Newport,  and 
Keene.  We  have  been  called  out  on  several  rescue  missions 
in  our  general  area,  have  given  aid  to  stranded  motorists, 
and  have  helped  our  local  authorities  when  called  upon. 
Some  of  our  members  have  taken  a  qualified  course  in 
first-aid. 

In  order  for  any  club  to  function  properly,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  have  money.  The  last  two  surmners  we  have  rais- 
ed a  great  portion  of  our  funds  by  holding  clay  pigeon  trap 
shoots  on  Howe  Hill  in  Grantham.  We  have  also  had  seve- 
ral raffles.  So  far  these  activities  have  enabled  us  to  donate 
money  to  the  National  Cerebral  Palsy  campaign,  Wcodlawn 
Nursing  Home,  the  senior  citizens  of  Grantham,  and  other 
worthy  causes.  With  the  remaining  funds,  we  have  bought 
several  pieces  of  first-aid  equipment  to  use  in  case  of  an 
emergency. 

Theoretically,  we  have  just  started.  We  have  many 
new  faces,  new  ideas,  and  new  plans.  We  want  to  thank 
everyone  who  has  participated  in  our  activities.

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NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Newport  Ambulance  Service  answered  438  calls 
during  1974. 

The  Ambulance  Service,  the  vehicles,  and  the  crew 
members  are  all  licensed  with  ithe  state  and  meet  all  re- 
quirements above  regulations.  Over  90i%  of  the  members 
are  now  licensed  "Emergency  Medical  Technicians."  This 
represents  a  great  many  hours  of  training  for  each  member. 

Coverage  to  the  area  towns  has  continued  this  year. 
Each  town  that  we  have  covered  with  service  has  helped 
to  support  the  Ambulance  Service  with  tax  assistance  bas- 
ed on  population,  at  $2.00  per  head.  The  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice hopes  to  continue  service  to  all  communities  in  our 
area  again  in  1975i. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  also  responded  to  all 
major  fires,  in  all  communities.  This  is  added  protection 
of  life  and  lim!b  to  all  concerned. 

The  Newport  Police  Department  has  continued  to  serve 
as  our  dispatcher  and  has  proven  very  valuable  to  our 
service  and  response  time.

NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 


January  17,  1975 

The  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  services  are 
available  to  all  participiating  towns  for  the  following  treat- 
ments ordered  by  a  doctor:  blood  pressure  readings,  injec- 
tions, dressings,  baths,  enemas,  diabetic  instruction,  diet 
teaching,  rehabilitation,  health  supervision  and  our  second 
service  is  Physical  Therapy. 

Also  our  nurses  provide  instruction  and  guidance  to 
expectant  mothers,  new  mothers  and  babies,  family  plan- 
ning, handicapped  children  and  adults. 

The  agency  has  preschool  immunization  clinics  every 
other  month  and  is  assisted  by  local  doctors  and  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare.  Pro- 
vided at  these  clinics  are  >oral  Polio  vaccines.  Diptheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  vaccines  (DPT),  Measles 
vaccines,  and  Mumps  vaccines. 

The  agency  also  works  very  closely  with  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Bureau  of  Communioable  Disease  in  moni- 
toring TB  cases  and  contacts  of  TB  cases,  hepatitus  out- 
breaks, measles  epidemics  and  other  conununicable  disease 
prciblems. 

The  agency  has  reestablished  the  well  child  clinics  for 
low    income    families    with    Dr.    Litman's    help,    the    new 

m 


pediatrician  in  Newport.     These  are  held  once  a  month. 

The  director  of  the  agency,  Mary  Gallant,  also  works 
with  the  Newport  Hospital  discharge  coordinator  to  help 
patients  there  to  plan  for  an  easier  transition  to  home  after 
discharge.  The  agency  in  this  way  finds  patients  needing 
skilled  nursing  oare  at  home  after  discharge  from  the 
hospital.  If  the  agency  is  unable  to  assist  possible  patients, 
the  agency  refers  them  to  the  appropriate  agency  such  as: 
The  New  Hampshire  State  Welfare  Department,  Town  or 
County  Welfare,  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  Mental  Health 
Centers,  Planned  Parenthood,  Alcoholics  Anonymous  and 
Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  Programs,  drug  rehabilitation  pro- 
grams. Senior  Citizens,  Crippled  Children's  Services,  Mater- 
nal and  Child  Health  Sevices,  Heart  Disease  Program, 
Special  Health  Services,  Convrilsive  Disorders  Clinics,  Can- 
cer Commission,  Cystic  Fibrosis  Clinics  and  other  Home 
Health  agencies. 

The  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  is  certified 
yearly  thru  Medicare.  Medicare  and  Welfare  patients  usual- 
ly receive  services  free  las  Medicare  and  Welfare  reim_burses 
the  agency  directly.  The  agency  has  a  contract  with  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  to  provide  skilled  nursing  care  and 
physio-therapy  to  patients  in  their  homes  in  lieu  of  hos- 
pitalization only.  Any  person  requiring  services  that  the 
agency  can  provide  will  get  care,  either  on  a  sliding  scale 
fee  or  free  if  unable  to  pay.  (This  is  paid  for  by  town 
appropriation— your  tax  dollars) 

The  agency  has  a  program  of  ongoing  inservice  educa- 
tion in  conjunction  with  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of 
Continuing  Education,  New  Hampshire  Heart  Association, 
New  Hampshire  Lung  Association,  New  Hampshire  De- 
partment of  Health  thru  closed  circuit  TV  programs,  and 
other  seminars  put  on  by  various  health  professionais. 
Questions  often  asked: 

1.  What  is  the  town  money  for? 

Answer:  (a)  Guarantees  that  HHA  services  will  be 
available  to  all  residents  of  that  town  re- 
gardless of  their  ability  to  pay. 

(b)  Helps  support  services  to  those  not  on  wel- 
fare and  not  able  to  afford  private  insurance 
or  full  fee. 
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2.  How  are  most  services  financed? 

Answer:  Usually  70%  of  all  services  to  people  in  a  town 
are  reimbur sable  through  Medicare,  Medicaid, 
Cancer  Society,  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  Vet- 
eran's Administration,  private  insurance  (i.  e. 
Blue  Cross  or  other  major  medical  programs). 
Another  4-10%  are  paid  by  patient  fees  and  the 
remaining  services  (20-25%)  are  financed 
through  the  town  funds. 

3.  How  do  you  decide  whether  someone  can  pay  or  not? 

Answer:  The  Agency  has  an  established  fee  policy  and 
family  size  and  income.  Those  families  reluc- 
tant to  share  financial  information,  are  billed 
full  fees. 

Points  to  Make: 

A.  Subject  to  yearly  audits  by  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  as 
Medicare  intermediary. 

B.  All  towns  which  are  contracted  with  will  have  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  Board  of  Directors — ^so  have  a  decision 
in   policy   making. 

C.  Complete  accounting  yearly  is  provided  to  participating 
towns. 

4.  What  happens  if  money  is  left  over  at  the  end  of  the  year? 

Answer:  The  budget  request  is  decreased  for  the  next 
year. 

Example:  Town  income  $1,200.00 

expenses  c'harged  900.00 

balance  300.00 

might  decrease  to  $900  the  next  year 

5.  What  if  the  budget  is  over  expended? 

Answer:  The  Agency  does  not  request  an  increase  in  the 
middle  of  the  year;  but  will  increase  the  request 
for  the  next  year  subject  to  town  approval. 

Example:  Town  income  $1,200.00 

expenses  charged  1,500,00 

loss  300.00 

request  for  next  year  might  be  $1,800 

Points:  Town  requests  for  this  year  are  based 
on  $1.36  per  capita. 
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6.  How  do  you  get  the  service  of  the  HIIA? 

Answer:  Anyone  can  request  services — You  need  not 
wait  for  your  doctor  to  refer.  A  nurse  will 
make  an  evaluation  visit  (no  charge)  to  deter- 
mine whether  services  of  HHA  can  be  helpful. 

7.  What  are  the  services  of  the  HHA? 

Answer:  Includes  all  ages — all  economic  groups.  65% 
is  care  of  the  chronically  ill,  disabled  and  aged. 

Goal — to  prevent  or  shorten  institutionalization, 
promote  rehabilitation  to  potential,  re- 
turn  to  productivity. 

Provide:  A.  Part-time  nursing  services  (average 
length  of  visit — P/^  hours)

DIRECTORS  REPORT  OF  THE 
UPPER  VALLEY-LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 


The  Council  has  been  undergoing  a  period  of  rapid 
growth  in  this,  its  second  full  year  of  work  in  the  Lake 
Sunapee  Region.  It  originated  as  a  six  member  economic 
development  association  in  the  Upper  Valley.  But  with  its 
growth  and  the  development  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Region 
two  years  ago,  it  is  now  a  comprehensive  regional  planning 
agency  serving  the  needs  of  22  member  communities  in  a 
region  of  1,000  square  miles,  from  offices  in  Lebanon  and 
Newport. 

The  Council  operates  on  an  annual  budget  of  more  than 
$100,OG'0--'$10'9,000  for  the  current  1974-75  fiscal  year.  It  is 
under  the  direction  of  a  45-member  board  of  directors  com- 
posed of  two  directors  from  each  of  its  22  member  communi- 
ties (plus  one  director-at-large) .  Smce  these  directors  are 
appointed  by  the  member  communities — the  Selectmen  or 
City  Councilors — and  set  the  overall  policies  and  programs 
to  be  administered  by  the  professional  staff,  there  is  com- 
plete local  control  of  the  Council's  activities. 
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Yet,  the  membership  dues  from  local  communities 
(Croydon's  share  for  the  coming  year,  figured  on  a  per 
capita  basis  will  be  just  $289.€'0)  account  for  less  than  30 
percent  of  the  Council's  total  revenue.  The  rem.ainder 
more  than  70  percent,  comes  from  various  state  and  federal 
sources,  which  increase  the  Council's  income  and  thus  its 
ability  to  serve  its  members  at  a  better  than  two-to-one 
ratio  of  service  to  local  dollars  spent. 

Many  programs  have  been  undertaken  with  that  money. 
There  are  large-scale  regional  studies  which  can  benefit 
all  member  towns.  Within  the  present  year,  there  has  been 
the  completion  of  a  comprehensive  solid  waste  management 
study,  which  has  helped  all  meniber  to^wns  head  in  the 
right  direction  as  they  approach  the  state-mandated  dead- 
line for  closing  their  open  burning  dumps,  and  which  has 
revealed  new  options  and  technical  areas  for  exploraton 
by  those  towns  that  already  have  a  landfill  established. 
There  are  smaller-scale  studios  which  benefit  smaller  groups 
of  co'mmunities  in  the  region.  'Presently,  for  example,  more 
than  20  towns,  including  Croydon,  are  involved  in  the 
Council's  tax  mapping  program^,  designed  to  help  all  New 
Hampshire  commimlties  meet  the  state  deadline. 

Direct  staff  assiistance  is  made  available  to  most  com- 
munities via  a  technical  services  program.  Croydon  has 
benefited  from  this  program  by  the  technical  advice  receiv- 
ed on  subdivision  regulations,  a  planning  questionnaire,  and 
interim  zoning. 

While  each  town  or  city  has  its  own  pressing  problems, 
it  does  not  exist  in  a  vacuum.  Many  of  its  neighbors  face 
some  of  the  same  problems.  Or,  sometimes  a  neighbor's 
solutions  may  cause  a  town  problems. 

This  is  where  a  regional  planning  program  can  help, 
working  with  and  for  local  communities  to  seek  solutions 
to  these  common  problems.  That  is  the  continuing  mission 
of  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  beginning  of  the  past  year  saw  the  completion  and 
puiblication  of  our  amended  and  revised  sub-division  regu- 
lations, culminating  our  intense  work  in  this  area  during 
1973.  This  effort  was  greatly  aided  by  the  cooperation  of  the 
Uppeir  Valley-'Lake  Sunapee  Council. 

The  Board  acted  upon  two  minor  sub-division  requests, 
this  year.  Both  of  these  ultimately  conformed  to  our 
regulations  and  were  granted  approvals. 

During  the  Spring,  the  Planning  Board  advised  the 
Town  to  enact  the  State's  Interim  Zoning  regulations,  in 
order  to  afford  some  minimal  control  until  the  Town  could 
consider  the  adoption  of  a  permanent  zoning  ordinance  of 
its  own.  After  a  series  of  public  hearings,  this  temporary 
ordinance  was  accepted  by  the  people  and  enacted  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  Ap^ril. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  this  ordinance  will  expire 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1976,  if  not  extended  for 
one  additional  year  or  replaced  by  a  permanent  ordinance 
of  the  Town. 

In  view  of  this  situation  the  Board,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  composed  and 
distributed  a  questionnaire  to  the  residents  for  their  con- 
sideration. The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  for  their 
interest  and  responsiveness.  The  results  of  this  question- 
naire will  serve  to  guide  the  Board  in  the  preparation  of 
a  master  plan  for  the  Town.  This  is  a  necessary  first  step 
towards  the  creation  of  an  effective  and  equitable  zoning 
ordinance,  which  will  implement  the  desires  and  aspirations 
of  the  residents  of  this  community.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  April  30,  1974  an  Interim 
Zoning  Ordinance  was  adopted.  As  required  by  state 
law,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  was  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  in  order  to  implement  the  ordinance.  The  five 
member  board  consists  of  William  Greeley,  Chairman,  Ken- 
neth Lurvey,  Vice-Chairman,  Charles  Kuhn,  Ronald  Leslie 
and  J'anet  Pellerin,  Clerk.  Two  organizational  meetings 
were  held  and  a  set  of  By-Laws  dra^vn  up. 

During  the  past  year  three  applications  for  special  ex- 
ception have  been  heard.  A  fourth  application  was  filed 
which  will  be  heard  in  early  1975.  The  first  two  applica- 
tions were  filed  by  Shaun  Carroll  of  Newport  Sand  and 
Gravel  to  remove  gravel  from  an  area  in  Croydon  Flat 
on  Route  10.  His  applications  for  exception  were  turned 
down  because  the  Board  felt  that  the  existence  of  a  gravel 
pit  in  this  area  would  cause  an  undue  traffic  hazard  due 
to  its  location  in  relation  to  Route  10.  The  third  case  was 
an  application  of  L.  A.  Whipple  to  remove  sand  and  gravel 
from  an  area  near  Reed's  Overflow.  This  application  for 
excepton  was  granted  with  sipecific  limitations  as  far  as 
reclaimation  of  the  area  was  concerned  both  during  and 
after  the  operation  was  completed.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTTVIENT 

TOWN  OF  CROYDON 

BY-LAWS 

AUTHORITY 

1.  These  By-Laws  are  adopted  under  the  authority  of 
New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955.  Chapter 
31:66-76,  and  the  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of 
Croydon.  This  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance  sihall  take  prece- 
dence over  these  by-laws. 

OFFICERS 

1.  A  Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the  month 
of  June  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  Said  Chairman 
shall  serve  for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
He  shall  preside  over  meetings  and  hearings,  appoint  such 
committees  as  directed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  affix  his 
signature  in  the  name  of  the  Board. 

2.  A  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the 
month  of  June  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  Said  Vice- 
Chairman  shall  serve  for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election.  He  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Chair- 
man and  shall  have  the  full  powers  of  the  Chairman  on  mat- 
ters which  come  before  the  Board  during  the  absence  of 
the  Chairman. 

3.  A  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the  month  of 
June  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.

MEETINGS 

1.  Regular  Meetings  shall  be  held  as  deemed  necessary. 

2.  QUORUM.  A  quorum  for  regular  business  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members.  A  quorum  for  hearing  and  deciding 
an  appeal  shall  consist  of  five  members.  If  a  member  dis- 
qualifies himself  oar  cannot  act  in  a  particular  case  he  shall 
so  notify  the  chairman  who  shall  request  the  appointing 
authority  to  appoint  an  -alternate  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  a  regular  member  in  regard  to  the 
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appeal  or  appeals  under  consideration  on  which  the  regu- 
lar member  is  unable  to  act. 

3.  CHAIRMAN.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  over  all 
meetings.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  Vice- 
Chairman  shall  preside. 

4.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.  The  order  of  business  for 
regular  meetings  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  Roll  call  by  the  Clerk 

b.  Minutes  of  previous  meeting 

c.  Disposition  of  appeals  under  consideration 

d.  Hearing  of  appeals 

e.  Executive  session. 

5.  PUBLIC  HEARING.  The  conduct  of  public  hearings 
shall  be   governed   by   the  following   rules: 

a.  TIhe  Chairman  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order  and 
call  for  the  Clerk's  report  on  the  first  case. 

b.  The  Clerk  shall  read  the  application  and  report  on 
the  manner  in  which  public  notice  and  personal  notice 
were   given. 

c.  The  applicant  shall  be  called  to  present  his  appeal 
and  those  appearing  in  favor  of  the  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak. 

d.  Those  in  opposition  to  the  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak. 

e.  The  applicant  and  those  in  favor  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak  in  rebuttal. 

f.  Those  in  opposition  to  the  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  in  rebuttal. 

g.  The  Chairman  shall  present  a  summary  setting  forth 
the  facts  of  the  case  and  the  claims  made  for  each  side. 
Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  correction  from  the  floor. 

h.  The  hearing  on  the  appeal  shall  be  declared  closed 
and  the  next  case  called  up. 

GENERAL  RULES 

i.  Members  of  the  Board  may  ask  questions  at  any 
point  during  testimony. 

j.  Any  member  of  the  Board,  through  the  Chairman 
may  request  any  party  to  the  case  to  reappear. 
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k.  Each  person  who  appears  shall  be  required  to  state 
his  name  and  address  and  indicate  whether  he  is  a  party 
to  the  case  or  an  agent  or  counsel  of  a  party  to  the  case.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Croydon: 

The  present  enrollment  in  G<rades  1-3  is  14.  About  the 
same  number  is  expected  next  year.  Eight  students  in 
Grades  1-3  are  attending  school  in  Newport  with  the  tuition 
charge  paid  by  the  parents. 

Mrs.  Rosemary  Aldricfh  is  again  teaching  at  the  Village 
School  and  is  assisted  by  Mrs.  Donna  Leslie  as  a  Teacher 
Aide. 

MINIMUM  STANDAEDS 

Early  in  Septemiber  a  group  of  parents  contacted  the 
State  Department  of  Education  relative  to  the  operation 
of  a  one-iroom  school  for  three  grades.  John  G.  Eiconom- 
poulos,  Assistant  Education  Division  Chief,  visited  the  Vil- 
lage School  and  submitted  a  report  in  October  indicating 
the  areas  in  which  Minimum  Standards  were  not  being  met. 
(This  information  has  been  brought  to  your  attention  a 
numibeir  of  times  In  recent  years.)  The  Report  of  Mr. 
Eoonomopo'lous  called  for  a  commitment  of  dates  and  plans 
for  Minimum  Standards  not  met. 

The  1975-76  budget  includes  funds  to  provide  for  ser- 
vices in  Music,  Physical  Education,  and  Library.  With 
Mrs.  Aldrich's  training  and  ability,  the  Art  requirements 
should  be  satisfied.  If  the  funds  are  provided,  we  will  try 
and  secure  qualified  persons  in  the  various  fields. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH 

Croydon  continues  to  participate  in  the  Special  Milk 
Program.  However,  it  has  not  yet  complied  with  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  189:11a  that  re- 
quires the  School  District  to  make  a  nutritious  lunch 
available  to  every  student.  Some  federal  funds  are  avail- 
able to  be  matched  with  local  funds  to  provide  equipment. 
A  Special  Article  is  included  in  the  Warrant  to  consider 
this  lunch  project.
